This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of April 18, 2003, to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBD), requesting information concerning Oliver Wendell 
Harrington. The FBI on J anuary 13, 2004, forwarded your request along Army-originated 
records retrieved from their files, for a releasability determination. This correspondence was 
received in this office on January 15, 2004. 


We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958, as amended. As a result of our review, the records are denied in their entirety as the 


Section 1.2(a)(3) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security. 


Section 1.4(c) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information pertaining to intelligence 
activities, intelligence sources or methods, and cryptologic information shall be considered for 
classification protection.

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General John F. Kimmons, the Commanding General, U.S. 
Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be post marked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. After the 60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does 
not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts.
